Fund-raising efforts began six years 
ago under the direction of Father Charles 
Sheslo, pastor. Since that time, the parish 
has grown from 600 to 900 families. 


Statue to be 
refurbished 


OCEANSIDE — A statue of St. 
Louis IX, the patron saint of Mission 
San Luis Rey, Oceanside, was 
recently reacquired by the mission. 
However, the statue needs restoration 
and donations are now being 
accepted. 

Mission museum curator Mary 
Whelan estimates the repair cost of the 
wooden statue to be $10,000. The 
mission museum operates solely on 
donations. 

The 18th century polychrome wood 
scupture, which stands nearly seven 
feet tall, is the original image that once 
stood above the altar in the mission 
church. 

The sculpture of the king of France 
was brought to the mision shortly after 
its founding in 1798. It remained in 
the church until the mission was 
abandoned in the 1830s. Indians of the 
mission removed the sculpture and 
took it to the Pala Mission where it 
remained for almost 150 years. It was 
returned to Mission San Luis Rey in 
1988.

ALCALA PARK — Bishop Robert H. 
Brom officially became coadjutor bishop 
of the Diocese of San Diego with right of 
succession during a colorful, jubilant 
liturgical reception July 24, which drew a 
standing-room crowd of more than 1,200 
persons in The Immaculata on _ the 
University of San Diego campus. 

During ceremonies the 50-year-old 
former bishop of Duluth, Minn., 
committed hts love and service to clergy, 
Religious and lay faithful in the diocese, 
calling for unity among all members of 
“‘the body of Christ.”’ 

Multi-colored banners and _ flowers 
decorating pillars of the church provided 
the setting for the entrance procession 
announced by triumphal tones of classic 
brass. 

Bishop Brom was the principal 
celebrant of the Mass, which was 
concelebrated by some 25 archbishops 
and bishops and 200 priests. Presiding 
prelates were Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
apostolic pro-nuncio to the United States, 
Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles and Bishop Leo T. Maher. 

Concelebrating prelates in attendance 
included Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. 
Chavez of San Diego, Archbishop John 
Quinn of San Francisco, Bishop Francis 
Quinn of Sacramento, Bishop Norman 
McFarland of Orange, and two Los 
Angeles auxiliary bishops, Bishop John 
Ward and Bishop Carl Fisher. 

At the conclusion of the Liturgy of the 
Word, Archbishop Laghi read the letter 
of appointment from Pope John Paul II 
and presented the document to Bishop 
Brom. 

The document stated that Bishop’s 
Brom appointment as coadjutor was in 
response to Bishop Maher’s request for 
an assistant to ‘‘share in his work and 


authority in fulfilling the sacred 
(episcopal) ministry.”’ 
‘“‘We confer upon you’’ this 


task ...‘‘for your virtues are well-known 
to us,’’ the document continued. It stated 
that the cardinals in charge of the 
congregation for bishops were consulted 
in connection with Bishop Brom’s 
appointment. 

“In San Diego, jewel of the Pacific and 
one of the most beautiful cities in the 
world, history is made today,”’ 
Archbishop Laghi said. He welcomed the 
new coadjutor and wished a “‘long life’ to 
Bishop Maher, who will retire next year 
in conjunction with his 75th birthday on 
July 1, 1990. 

In his homily, Bishop Brom said, ‘‘The 
Holy Father has offered me the hand of 
this local church where I am to minister in 
the person of Christ, the bridegroom.”’ 

He pledged to priests and seminarians 
a ‘‘primary claim on my life and my

love,’’ calling priests the bishops’ 
principal ‘‘collaborators in the threefold 
ministry of word, sacrament and pastoral 
Careen: 

The bishop promised his service to the 
deacons, who ‘“‘assist their bishops in a 
ministry of charity.”’ 

To Religious he expressed ‘‘hope to 
love in a way that will help you to 
continue to reflect and even better image 
the poor Christ, the chaste Christ, the 
obedient Christ.” 

Bishop Brom told the lay faithful he 
would ‘‘make every effort to love you ... 
in a way that will unite you more closely

to Christ as branches to the vine, that in 
bearing good fruit you will show him 
forth to the world.’’ 

He promised ‘‘to show the compassion 


of Christ ... to those burdened by sin, 
pain, fear, loneliness, injustice and 
deprivation.”’ 


Speaking in Spanish, Bishop Brom 
called Hispanics an important part of the 
diocese. He said he wanted to learn their 
language and be their pastor, guide and 
friend.

Oceanside, Deacon William Vasquez of 
Mission Basilica San Diego de Alcala and 
Deacon Marvin Threatt of Christ the 
King Church. 

Following a solemn procession of the 
Book of the Gospels from the center of the 
church, Deacon Threatt proclaimed the 
Gospel, John 17:20-23, relating Christ’s 
final prayer for his disciples and all 
believers that they may be one. 

Maria Talamantes, Hispanic youth 
coordinator. of St. Peter parish, 
Fallbrook, proclaimed the first reading, 
Jeremiah 31:31-32, 33-34, in Spanish, 
which states that God will make a new 
covenant with the people. 

Cecille Aguilar of St. Mary parish, 
National City, proclaimed the second 
reading, Ephesians 5:2, 25-30, about the 
relationship of Christ with the church 
expressed through the nuptial images of 
bride and bridegroom. 

The entrance procession for the Mass 
featured colorful banners of the coat of 
arms of the Diocese of San Diego, of 
Bishop Maher, of Bishop Chavez and of 
Bishop Brom. The latter symbol shows 
the words ‘‘Ego Sum Christi’”’ (‘‘I belong 
to Christ’’). 

The entrance procession also included 
clergy, Fourth Degree Knights of 
Columbus and Knights and Ladies of the 
Holy Sepulchre. 

Representatives of the Vietnamese 
community presented the offertory gifts. 

Father Nicolas Reveles, assistant music 
professor at the University of San Diego, 
directed the choir, composed of members 
of various parishes. 


William Nolan, cantor, led the 
assembly in singing hymns and parts of 


_ the Mass, including original works by 


Father Reveles that he composed in 1987 
for the golden jubilee Mass of the diocese 
and for the papal Mass in Monterey. 

Franciscan Sister Joanne Nicgorski, 
director of the diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer, coordinated the 
liturgy. 

Following the Mass, the assembly 
greeted Bishop Brom at a reception in 
Camino Patio on the USD campus. 

During a brief press conference 
following the Mass, Bishop Brom 
described the liturgy as a ‘‘gathering of 
the church’’ with many _ nationalities 
represented. 


He told reporters he hopes to continue 
his tradition of spending time at parishes 
after he assumes the duties of bishop Jul 
1, 1990. ; 

He also said he plans to study Spanish 
with the help of a tutor, a Jesuit priest, 
within the Hispanic environment of Santa 
Marta Hospital, Los Angeles, before 
attending a Spanish language-culture 
institute in Cuernavaca, Mexico. 

Bishop Brom is expected to begin his 
orientation with the diocese in the fall.

Those who block

When pro-life protestors: blocking abortion clinics 
refuse to obey police orders to move away, they are 
violent according to Joe McArdle,(Southern Cross, July 
13). 

This definition of ‘‘violent’’ does violence to the 
English language. In Webster’s ‘“‘New Collegiate 
Dictionary,’’ the first definition of ‘‘violent’’ is: 
*“Marked by extreme force or sudden intense activity.’’ 
The first definition for ‘‘violent’’ in Webster’s ‘‘New 
Twentieth Century Dictionary Unabridged’’ is: 
“‘Acting with or characterized by great physical force, so 
as to injure or damage; rough.”’

The protestors’ action may be 
disobedience, but certainly not violence.

An Emmaus experience 


As a community of believers, we look upon the faith 
experience of our forefathers and foremothers and long 
for the dramatic kind of encounters with God that 
marked the lives of Abraham, Moses, Isaiah, Mary, and 
the communion of saints. 
encounter God in a burning bush, a choir of angels in a 
temple, the figure of the angel Gabriel or the stigmata. 

Instead, we ought to devote our time to looking more 
intensely at the presence of God which enlightens and 
enlivens our daily experiences. Often, these everyday 
experiences inbued with the presence of God go 
unrecognized except in retrospect. We may think that 
what has happened is mere coincidence, but spiritual 
pilgrims everywhere have learned that there is no such 
thing as mere conincidence, only acts of God in which 
the author chooses to remain anonymous. 

One rainy, Saturday morning a few weeks ago, my 
husband and I stopped by our parish office to make 
copies of a map for the homeless men staying in the 
parish’s youth room as part of the Interfaith Shelter 
Network. Their two-week stay with our parish would 
end the next day, and-we wanted them to be familiar 
with the location of the neighboring Episcopal church 
which would be sheltering them for the next two weeks. 

As I walked toward the youth room door, I noticed a 
tall, gaunt figure shabbily dressed, milling back and 
forth near the entrance to our parish food pantry. He 
wore a large black plastic trash bag which functioned as 
an ersatz raincoat. A cluster of angry-looking abrasions 
and scratches protruded above his right eyebrow. 

‘Can I help you?’’ I asked. 

““Yes,’’ he said. ‘‘Someone sent me over here to get 
something to eat but no one will answer the door.’’ I 
explained that our food pantry is not open on weekends, 
but | offered to make him a sack lunch in the kitchen 
adjoining the youth room. 

I hurriedly prepared a hearty sandwich of cold cuts 
and cheese, granola bars, two apples and a boxed drink. 

Looking at his shabby appearance and his torn 
knapsack, I thought of the mountain of men’s clothing 
which had been donated to the men staying in our

The three of us searched in vain for some underwear 
and socks. ‘‘You know,”’ he said, ‘‘sometimes you can 
have so much stuff you don’t really know what you 
have.’ I thought of our continuing battle to create more 
Storage space in our closets and garage to store our 
possessions and of the frustrating searches that often 
ensue when we attempt to locate something we were not 
willing to part with. Do we own our possessions or do 
they own us? 


As I spotted some bars of soap and bottles of 
shampoo, I asked our visitor if he would like to take a 
shower in the nearby building where our homeless 
guests showered every evening. He nodded, and I 


‘gathered up a towel, soap, shaving cream, razor blades 


and some shampoo. ‘‘Would you like a toothbrush and 
toothpaste?’’ 


‘“No,”’ he replied- matter of factly, ‘‘I haven’t any 
teeth.”’ 

I thought ruefully of the granola bars and apples I had 
so lovingly packed in his sack lunch. How often do we 
fail to assess the needs of others before we rush in, 
deciding for ourselves what those needs are? 


While he showered, I walked across the street and 
purchased some socks and underwear for him at a 
department store. After he had dressed -in his new 
wardrobe and returned to the youth room, he asked for 
some teabags. He explained that he dips his food in tea 
or other liquid in order to consume his. 


We said goodbye, and he walked toward the bus 
bench in front of our church property. He looked like 
anyone of us now. Before he turned the corner of the 
building, he turned around to us and said: ‘‘Thank you 
and God bless you.”’ God had blessed us indeed and that 
was no coincidence.

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Southern Cross ‘editor Dan E. Pitre 
interviewed Bishop Robert H. Brom last week 
via telephone, while he was on retreat, in 
anticipation of his reception July 24 as 
Coadjutor Bishop of San Diego with right of 


succession. 


How do you see the role of a diocesan 


bishop? 


Jesus as prophet, priest and shepherd 
king intended that all members of the 
church should share in different ways and 
to different degrees in his mission of 
teaching, sanctifying and serving. 

The Second Vatican Council clearly 
sets forth the unique and indispensable 
office of bishop in this context. Therefore, 
I see the role of a diocesan bishop as chief 
teacher, priest and shepherd of the people 
of God in his diocese. 

In this capacity and for the good of the 
whole church he must animate and enable 
all other members of the Body of Christ 
— clergy, Religious and lay faithful — to 
be branches united to the vine, who is 
Christ, in order to bear good fruit. 

So let me conclude my answer to your 
first question with a question of my own. 
Would it not be in order on this occasion 
of my appointment for all members of the 
Diocese of San Diego to reflect upon our 
shared communion and common mission 
in the church? 


What is your leadership style? 


- My leadership style is one which 
establishes well-defined goals and 
objectives with strategies to accomplish 
them. I try to do this in a collaborative 
way and within the framework of Vatican 
II ecclesiology. 

But above all I like to have extensive 
pastoral contact with as many people as 
possible. Here the style of Jesus is always 
a challenge to me. He moved from place 


to place; he was known as the teacher; he 
fostered holiness; he laid down his life for 
the sheep. 


_ What strength do you bring to the 
office of bishop? 


In my experience as a priest for 25 
years and as a bishop for the last six of 
those years, I have been complimented 
most for my attention to teaching and 
concern for prayerful liturgy. I have 
found that my involvement as a priest in 
seminary work and priestly formation has 
been an asset for me as a bishop. 


What will be your focus in the year 
ahead? 


From my perspective, this will be a 
unique year for me. Since I will not have 
to assume the responsibilities of Bishop 
Maher, I will have time to listen and to 
learn so that when I do succeed him I will 
be as pastorally effective as possible. 

I look forward to learning Spanish and 
becoming acquainted with the ways of my 
Hispanic brothers and sisters so as to be 
able to serve the large Hispanic portion of 
the Diocese of San Diego along with all 
other members. 

Following my formal study of Spanish, 
I will be available to assist Bishop Maher 
as he requests. 


Where do you plan to study Spanish? 


To begin with I will have a Jesuit priest 
in Los Angeles for a tutor. During this 
time I will attempt to immerse myself in 
the Hispanic environment which prevails 
at Santa Marta Hospital (Los Angeles) 
where I will live. Then I will proceed to 
Cuernavaca for further study.

Then you do plan to be personally 
involved in working with the Spanish 
community? 


Yes Ido. And I know that I will be able 
to count on Bishop (Gilbert E.) Chavez 
(auxiliary bishop of the San Diego 
diocese) and many of his collaborators to 
assist me. 

No doubt there will need to be even 
more priests, deacons and others involved 
in ministry to the Hispanic faithful as 
time goes on. In addition, I will foster and 
welcome Hispanic vocations. 


What overall expectation do you 


have for yourself and the Diocese of 


San Diego? 


I hope and pray that we will deepen our 
communion with Christ and with each 
other — person to person, parish to 
parish and diocese with the universal 
church in union with Pope John Paul II, 
successor of Peter. 

So united with God and among 
ourselves I pray further that we will show 
ourselves as the faithful, holy and 
compassionate people of God, ready and 
willing to teach, to sanctify and to serve as 
Jesus did. 


What are you most proud of in your 
ministry as bishop of Duluth? 


I am happy above all that we took some 
very positive steps in parish-based 
diocesan renewal according to the 
ecclesiology I have attempted to propose 
in responding to your other questions. 


How did you deal with extremes in 
the Diocese of Duluth and how will you 
address them here? 


By extremes I understand you to mean 
the far right and the far left. Let me say, 
first of all, that while sensitive to their 
concerns I have consistently been a 
disappointment to both groups. 


We need indeed to promote and protect 
the truth as the basis for lives of love — to 
be conservative in the best sense. At the 
same time we need to be open to that 
pluralism and diversity which does not 
violate the truth — to be liberals in the 
best sense. This is a call to ongoing 
conversion which requires both fidelity 
and change. 


Doesn’t it follow, then, that to deal 
with the extremes in our lives we must 
always be ready to embrace the painful as 
well as joyful dimensions of the paschal 
mystery? 


Given my position with the Southern 
Cross, I cannot help but ask, as my 
final question, how you see the 
communications apostolate in the 
church? 


As the name of our diocesan newspaper 
suggests, I see the message and wisdom of 
the cross to be at the heart of the re- 
evangelization of our culture and 
catechesis for all time. And I would like to 
conclude this interview by holding up 
Christ Jesus crucified for all to see and 
hear with the words of Pope John Paul II: 
‘‘Open wide the doors to him.”’

The Greek letters, Chi and Rho, at the center of the shield 
symbolize Christ to whom we are united as members of one 
body by the gift of the Holy Spirit. The color red designates 
the Holy Spirit. 

As disciples of the Lord, we seek ‘‘to know Christ and the 
power flowing from his resurrection (white palm branches); 
likewise to know how to share in his sufferings by being 
formed into the pattern of his death (white cross)’’ (cf. Phil. 
3:10). 

We are to continue God’s work of reconciling everyone 
and everything to himself in Christ in the mystery of his 
dying and rising. This is suggested by the white circle tied 
into the cross and palm branches. 

And we are to remember that the best disciples of the 
Lord, after the manner of Jesus himself, acknowledge God as 
their father and Mary as their mother. Mary is the mother of 
Christ and mother of the church. This is the reason for the 
blue color at the borders of the shield, as if everything else on 
the shield were placed within it. 

Bishop Brom selected the motto, ‘‘Ego Sum Christi’ or “‘I 
Belong to Christ’’ (I Cor. 1:12), to express his commitment 
to Christ and dedication to the church. Consecrated in truth, 
Bishop Brom professes to belong to Christ and not to the 
world (cf. Jn. 17). And for this privilege, he wants above all 
else to be an ambassador for Christ and a minister of 
reconciliation (cf. II Cor. 5:14-21) and to love the church as 
Christ loved the church, giving himself up for it (cf. Eph.

Family members of Bishop Robert H. 
Brom — received in the -San Diego 
diocese as coadjutor bishop July 24 — 
described him as a caring, talented, hard- 
working leader dedicated to his own close 
family and to the family of God. 

Bishop Brom’s parents, Henry and 
Lucille Brom of Winona, Minn., his 
brother, David, of Minneapolis, and his 
sisters, Mary Fellenz of Bozeman, Mont., 
Barbara Giammona of College Station, 
Texas, and Judy Cunningham of Edina, 
Minn., told Southern Cross in telephone 
interviews July 13-14 that the bishop’s 
leadership qualities were apparent during 
his youth. 

His mother recalled his childhood years 
when he pretended to say Mass on the 
front porch in Rice Lake, Wis., giving a 
sermon and distributing ‘‘wafers for 
communion,’’ to his brother and sisters 
who comprised the choir. 

All the children helped build the May 
altar for the Brom home, but ‘‘Bob was 
the leader,’’ she said. 

‘*He had all the ideas but found ways to 
include the little kids,’’ said David, 
recalling his role as a 4-year-old clown in 
the ‘‘circus’’ staged by the neighborhood 
kids in the Broms’ yard. 

For two cents, passers-by were 
admitted to this: ‘‘greatest show on 
earth,’’ Lucille Brom said. 

His sister, Barbara, said Robert, a 
“task-oriented leader,’’ headed a fund- 
raising campaign to purchase band 
instruments and uniforms during his 
senior year at Cotter High School in 
Winona where the family had recently 
moved. 

In appreciation for the successful drive, 
the music teacher offered to give Robert 
free piano lessons, his mother related. 


Five months later he played one of

Chopin’s marches for the school recital, 
she added. 

Judy recounted other high school 
honors her brother won: student council 
vice president, junior class president and 
senior ‘‘Student of the Year.”’ 

Bishop Brom’s father remembers him 
as an innovative ‘‘but not pushy’ 
promoter, confident of achieving 
anything he set out to do. 

Judy said that as a priest and bishop he 
uses a ‘‘quiet style of leadership to engage 
people’s cooperation.

Bishop Brom developed habits as a 
hard worker early in life. 

During his junior high school years, he 
picked green beans eight hours a day 
during the summer for two cents a 
pound, his father said. At the end of the 
summer he spent his earnings of some $40 
or $50 to buy his own clothes, he related. 

According to Judy and David, Robert 
held various part-time jobs during his 
high school and college years: delivering 
newspapers, working in grocery stores 
and being groundskeeper at the seminary 
in Winona. 

Today Henry Brom calls his oldest son 
“Bob the builder.’’ He credits him with 
remodeling the pastoral center, cathedral 
and seminary in Winona while serving in 
that diocese. 

‘*As a bishop, he put on his boots and 
we trimmed trees’” at his home in Duluth, 
his father added. 

Bishop Brom’s family members said he 
shows compassion for others in 
unobtrusive ways. 

David said his brother ‘“‘sees God in 
each person ... and identifies with lay 
people and family life ... not in a sense of 
bowed-head holiness, but of 
understanding the needs of people.’’ 

Henry Brom said the bishop received a 
plaque of appreciation from inmates in 
the Duluth federal prison where he 
celebrated Mass for the inmates on 
Christmas and Easter. 

However, ‘‘he cares about people 
regardless of their response,’’ Judy said. 
‘*People will never know the good he does 
behind the scenes.’’ 

While studying theology at the North 
American College in Rome, ‘‘he deprived 
himself to buy gifts for the family,’’ she 
said, adding that she still treasures a 
wooden jewelry box-he gave her during 
that time. :

Question and Answer 


An interview 


with Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez 


Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez celebrated 
his 15th anniversary’ of his episcopal 
ordination and as the auxiliary bishop of 
the San Diego diocese on June 25 at St. 
Mary Church, National City. 


On April 16, 1974, he was appointed 
auxiliary bishop and Titular Bishop of 
Magarmel, becoming the. second 
Mexican-American bishop in the U.S. 
His episcopal ordination was June 21, 
1974. 


Before the San Bernardino diocese was 
created in 1978, Bishop Chavez served his 
native area — he was born in Ontario — 
as pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church in San Bernardino. Bishop 
Chavez is the rector of St. Joseph 
Cathedral, the vicar at large for Spanish- 
speaking people and has been vicar 
general of the diocese. 


Southern Cross editor Dan E. Pitre 
interviewed Bishop Chavez June 21 on 
his episcopal ministry over the last 15 
years and on the appointment of Bishop 
Robert H. Brom as coadjutor bishop with 
right of succession. 


How has your life and ministry been 
affected by being a bishop? 


I think it has changed my idea of the 
universal church. Being a bishop I can 
communicate not only with the more than 
300 bishops in the United States but the 
more than 500 bishops in Latin 
Ammerica and also even occasionally 
with European bishops. 

The more outstanding ministers of the 


- church you meet, the more you enrich 


yourself personally. Because you meet 
people who have had great experience in 
directing dioceses and ministering to 
people, and from their experiences you 
learn more and more about the 
importance of faith and service to God. 


Does that help you in your ministry 
to people here, particularly in the 
Hispanic community? 


Before I didn’t understand very well 


about the exchange of values as faith and 
culture meet. I just understood about 
faith and how to share the faith we have 
received through the sacraments. 

I had no knowledge — was never

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taught -at the seminary level — the 
importance of understanding that the ... 
culture of the people is a receptacle (of 
faith). 


You have to know the culture so that 
faith can permeate the values of the 
culture. In every culture there are good 
values and anti-values to the Gospel. So 
you have to be aware of the positive and 
the negative things that people have in 
their culture so you can educate them to 
the obstacles of faith. 


There are many obstacles to faith that 
are at the subconscious level in people’s 
culture and they are not aware of it..... 
There is a clash between the cultural 
vision of life and the Gospel vision. Both 
must meet to give life to a new vision. 


In traveling around the diocese as a 
bishop for the last 15 years, has your 
vision of the diocese expanded? 


Every parish is different, and has a 
unique way of celebrating the joy of the 
sacrifice of the Mass. I try to get a feeling 
of the parish, what is happening there and 
how you can serve that parish in a few 
hours. 


You get the impression there are many 
people who are hungry for faith and many 
who want to participate more fully in the 
Mass, the celebration of the Eucharist, 
and the work of the church. 


There is still a need to appreciate the 
living structures of the church, for 
instance the parish council and the 
invitation by Vatican II and our present 
Holy Father to have the laity more 
involved on the parish level so that the 
process of evangelization is no longer the 
prerogative of the priests but of all 
baptized persons to witness to the Gospel 
in their own particular limitations. 


With a new bishop, perhaps with a 
different syle of leadership, to 
eventually head the diocese, what are 
your hopes and visions for him and the 
local church? 


Every bishop is different. Bishop 
(Charles) Buddy (the founding bishop of 
San Diego), Archbishop (Francis) Furey 
(second bishop of San Diego and later 
Archbishop of San. Antonio), Bishop (Leo 
T.) Maher — all men of their times. 

The new bishop (Bishop Robert H. 
Brom) must be a man of his times. ... He 
has to meet the present challenges that 
occur in our society — those challenges 
that don’t permit the life of the Gospel to 


permeate the life of the entire diocese and’ 


all the people. ... 

So he would have to find out what are 
the obstacles to faith and love in each 
community (in the diocese) and what 
talents does he have, given to him by 
God, to overcome these obstacles and to 
build up better communities. 


What are your impressions of Bishop 
Brom? 


I think he is a serious thinker, which 
was reflected in the talks he gave in the 
retreat (he gave for the priests of the San 
Diego diocese in June 1988). 

He is based in sound doctrine, which 
should lead us to good moral behavior. 
This behavior should lead us to becoming 
a better community and having a better 
understanding of each other. 

He is a knowledgeable and intelligent 
person. He gives the impression that he is 
willing to learn and listen to the priests, 
sisters and laity about the future direction 
of the diocese, and that he comes to be of 
great service to the diocese. 

I hope he will be of great service to the 
Hispanics especially, which make up 50

Southern Cross 


Bishop Robert H. Brom has indicated 
that the year of transition he will serve 
with Bishop Leo T. Maher before 
succeeding him as the ordinary of the San 
Diego diocese will be .‘‘a time of listening 
and learning,’’ which will no doubt be 
essential in a larger diocese and in a 
different part of the country. 

Before becoming the coadjutor bishop 
of San Diego with right of succession on 
July 24, Bishop Brom served since 1983 
as bishop of Duluth, Minn., where the 
total population (425,987 in 1988) is 
smaller than the Catholic population of 
the San Diego diocese (462,802). 

Bishop Brom led a diocese of 88,380 
registered Catholics in 100 parishes in 


nine counties, covering 22,354 square 
miles in northern Minnesota. 

He made weekend pastoral visits to 
every parish at least once and did so twice 
for a majority of those parishes. 

Though he will not have as many miles 
to cover, — 8,852 square miles of San 
Diego and Imperial counties — and the 
number of parishes are about the same, 
the flock and those who minister to it are 
much larger. 

As of 1988, there were 110 priests, 12 
permanent deacons and 143 women 
Religious from 10 communities or 
congregations in the Duluth diocese. 

In his new diocese there are 301 priests, 
77 permanent deacons and 443 women 
Religious from 67 communities or 
congregations. 

Whereas the Duluth diocese has 14

elementary schools with an enrollment of 
1,889, the San Diego diocese has 45 
elementary and 5 high schools witha total 
enrollment of 14,968. 

Bishop Brom was ordained a bishop 
and installed as ordinary of Duluth on 
May 23, 1983, after a distinguished 
record of service in the Diocese of 
Winona, Minn. 

“‘He is an experienced administrator 
and a great leader,’’ Bishop Maher said. 
He is definitely ‘“someone I can work well 
with.”’ 

To help him minister more effectively 
to Hispanics here, which comprise more 
than 25 percent of the registered Catholic 
population and an estimated 50 percent of 
the total Catholics in the diocesan area, he 
will -begin his year of transition by 
studying Spanish in Los Angeles under 


the tutelage of a Jesuit priest. 
Bishop Brom will complete his Spanish 
language-culture studies at an institute in 


Cuernavaca, Mexico. The Duluth 
diocese does not have a Hispanic 
community. 


Then in the fall he is expected to start 
attending the meetings of more than 10 
boards, councils, and committees of the 
diocese. 


Bishop Brom is also expected to visit 
parishes to administer the Sacrament of 
Confirmation and to otherwise get to 
know the faith communities and the 
people of the diocese. 


He will become the resident bishop of 
the diocese when Bishop Maher retires in 
conjunction with his 75th birthday, July 
1, 1990.

importance of visiting the laity, 
developing evangelization programs, and

SAN DIEGO — The newly-appointed 
coadjutor bishop of the San Diego diocese is 
known in his hometown of Winona, 
Minn.., asa ‘‘very professional person with 
real inner strength.”’ 

“‘Because of (Bishop Robert H. Brom’s) 
strong sense of community, people grow to 
appreciate and respect him,’’ said Father 
George Mahon, current vicar general of 
the Diocese of Winona. 

Successor to Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
Bishop Brom, who was bishop of the 
Diocese of Duluth, Minn., for the last six 
years, was born Sept. 18, 1938 in Arcadia, 
Wis. 

In 1955, Bishop Brom entered Cotter 
High School in Winona. After graduation, 
he entered the Immaculate Heart of Mary 
Seminary at St. Mary’s College in 
Winona.

His first assignment was in the Diocese 
of Winona as associate pastor at the 
Cathedral of the Sacred Heart. 

In addition to pastoral assignments, 
Bishop Brom was faculty member and 
rector for nine years at the Winona 
seminary where he studied as aseminarian. 

In the Diocese of Winona, he was 
chairman of the Commission on the Sacred 
Liturgy, president of-the Senate of Priests, 
vocations director, director for Continuing 
Education of Priests and vicar general.

Text of Bishop Brom’s homily at July 24 Mass | | 


The following is the text of the Bishop Robert H. Brom’s homily he delivered at his 
liturgical reception as Coadjutor Bishop of San Diego with right of succession, July 24 at 
The Immaculata, University of San Diego campus: 


Thank you Archbishop Laghi for personally representing Pope John Paul II and 
for presenting the papers attesting to my selection and appointment to be Coadjutor 
Bishop of San Diego and one day in the future to succeed Bishop Maher. 

Coadjutor, fourth bishop of San Diego in the future. It seems to me, this occasion 
might well be described within the spousal imagery whereby Jesus is seen as the 
bridegroom and the church as his bride. 

To be with you, the local church of San Diego, as the bride of Christ in the 


» southernmost part of California, is a source of joy for me; even though I did not find 


it easy to leave the Diocese of Duluth and my native place, the Diocese of Winona. I 
am indeed happy to be one with you in the Body of Christ! 

However, I am not here only to be one with you but one for you as Jesus is 
bridegroom for his bride. The Holy Father has offered me the hand of this local 
church where I am to minister in the person of Christ, the bridegroom. 

What commitment do I make to you, the bride at this moment of solemn 
engagement with the problem of wanting it to last longer than a year? 

The Body of Christ, the church — his bride — has many parts. Though the body 
is one, there are many members and various forms of membership. 

Priests are bishops’ primary collaborators in the three-fold ministry of 
word, sacrament and pastoral care. And so you, the priests and seminarians 
of the Diocese of San Diego will have a primary claim on my life and my 
love. As the local presbytery, we should be of one mind and one heart. We 
will effectively accomplish the priestly and indispensible mission given to us 
by Jesus on behalf of the whole church only to the degree that we have deep 
and abiding communion with him and with one another. 

Deacons, as servants to the servants of God and his servant people, assist 
their bishops above all in a ministry of charity. I hope to enable you, 
deacons of San Diego, with the same kind of love and direction expressed by 
Jesus when he washed the feet of his disciples. 

Men and women Religious are particularly chosen to live the life of the 
evangelical counsels. You, my sisters and brothers, I hope to love in a way 
that will help you to continue to reflect and even better image the poor 
Christ, the chaste Christ, the obedient Christ.

percent or more of the diocese. 

A great number of the Hispanics are 
not practicing their faith. So we have to 
ask, why aren’t they practicing their faith 
and becoming more integrated into the 
diocese of San Diego. If we don’t know 
the obstacles, we will not reach a solution. 


So you must be bolstered by Bishop 
Brom’s desire to learn the Spanish 
language and get an understanding of 
the Hispanic culture? Will that have an 
impact on overcoming these obstacles 
in the Hispanic community? 


I think so because it is necessary that he 
have the tools to understand and to help 
(solve) the problems of the people. If you 
can’t communicate and don’t understand 
where they are coming from and what 
their real problems are, how can you give 
potential solutions to the people? 


Is there anything you would like to 
comment on that we haven’t covered? 


Yes, my 15th anniversary celebration. 
All the people who have helped me and 
collaborated with me — the priests, 
deacons, sisters and laity — have 
enriched my life. I always emphasized an 
open discussion. I never like people to tell 
me half the truth, but I want the entire 
truth. So I have learned a lot from them. 

The lay people have advanced 
tremendously in the last 15 years. So we 
have seen great progress in the spirituality 
of the lay people. That is my pride and 
joy — the lay people in San Bernardino 
and here in San Diego, and even in the 
Orange and Fresno dioceses. Our 
leadership with the (Hispanic) laity has 
impacted the region. 

(One of the rewarding aspects of) my 
15 years is having been able to touch and 
talk to thousands of people. ... I think that 
is the important thing to get in tune with 
the people, to know their lives and 
aspirations and to help them with their 
idea of faith and life. 

At my 15th anniversary celebration 
there were people from San Bernardino, 
Los Angeles, Imperial Valley, and from 
here. .... It was not simply a diocesan 
celebration but a communion with many 
people in Southern California.

WASHINGTON — Actor George C.

‘*The Exorcist: 1990,’’ a movie its author 
calls a search for faith and one its 
producer predicts ‘‘will scare the pants off 
the audience.”’ 

Production on the movie, a sequel to 
the 1973 film, ‘‘The Exorcist,’’ was to 
begin June 5 in Washington. Filmmakers 
planned to spend 10 weeks shooting 
around Georgetown University, also the 
setting for the original. 

Georgetown is cooperating with the 
filming, and Jesuit priests are among the 
technical advisers, said writer-director 
William Peter Blatty, a Georgetown 
alumnus. 

A press conference about the movie, 
due to be released next spring, was held 
June 2 with Scott, Blatty, producer 
Carter De Haven and Emmy-winning 
actor. Ed Flanders of TV’s ‘‘St.

Blatty also. wrote and produced ‘‘The 
Exorcist,’? which was about a demon- 
possessed little girl but was inspired by the 
case of a 14-year-old boy who underwent 
an exorcism performed by a Jesuit priest 
in St. Louis in 1949. 

The rite of exorcism is rarely used. The 
church teaches that cases of ‘‘demonic 
possession’’” are rare and _ therefore 
requires that the subject first undergo 
extensive medical and_ psychological 
testing. 

Few plot details of the sequel were 
released at the press conference, but 
Blatty later told National Catholic News 
Service that it is the story of a detective, 
Lt. Kinderman, ‘‘reaching out for faith to 
a God he can hang on to.”’ 

Unlike ‘‘The Exorcist,’’ the new film, 
with an estimated $12 million budget, will 
“not rely on spinning heads,’’ but will 
create terror ‘‘in terms of creaks, 
shadows, and in your mind,”’ Blatty told 
reporters.

For horror, ‘‘The Exorcist’’ relied on 
such film devices as greenish vomit, heads 
spinning 360 degrees, and a whole range 
of violent acts.

There are ‘‘almost no acts of violence’’ 
in the sequel, but it is frightening 
nonetheless, according to those involved.

Diversity of Catholic literature shown 


THE CATHOLIC LIFETIME 
READING PLAN by John A. Hardon, 
S.J.; NY: Doubleday, 1989 (299 pp., 
$22.95) 


Some years ago, Clifton Fadiman 
wrote a book called ‘‘The Lifetime 
Reading Plan.’’ He provided an 
informed selection of some of the most 
important and essential books ever 
written, thereby guiding readers through, 
in a sense, a complete liberal education. 


Now, Father John Hardon, with an’ 


acknowledged bow to Fadiman, has done 
something similar for Catholics. 

.Father Hardon has two primary 
objectives in mind. The first is to convey 
the continuity of Catholic thought over 
the past 2,000 years. The second is to 
demonstrate the diversity. of Catholic 
literature. Thus, the book not only 
discusses theological and spiritual works, 
but also fiction, drama, poetry, 
biography, apologetics, essays — in fact, 
just about every form of literary 
expression. 


Father Hardon starts with what he calls 


““the sources,’’ briefly discussing 
Scripture, the Roman Catechism 
(originally commissioned by the Council 
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of Trent, and since updated), the 
documents of Vatican II, and 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican’s 
newspaper. 


Then come five sections, each covering 
a broad historical period. The sections are 
subdivided into short chapters, each one 
discussing a single author and his or her

important writings. At the end of every 
chapter, Father Hardon lists one or more 
specially recommended works by that 
author. A total of 104 authors are 
discussed, more than 60 of them from the 
last two centuries. 

The last part. of the book contains 
nearly complete bibliographies for each of 
the writers. Unfortunately, this is the only 
part of the book that is a bit flawed. 

Father Hardon does not always follow 


‘his stated policy of listing each author’s 


writings chronologically, and English 
titles are often given for books that have 
never been translated into English with 
no clear indication that they-haven’t been 
translated. Also, original publication 


dates would have been helpful, but this is 
not to detract from Father Hardon’s 
achievement. 

He has distilled a lifetime of reading 
into this valuable compendium. It will 
introduce, or reintroduce, 
books and writers to many who are 
perhaps uncertain about where to turn for 
solid, authentically Catholic literature. 
The writers covered range from the 
familiar, to the forgotten, to the obscure. 
But all are worth knowing. 

Books of this sort inevitably cause 
arguments, particularly over who was or 
wasn’t included. For instance, the book 
may not be too popular with those wha 
believe that the church really started after 
the Second Vatican Council, since no one 
who became popular after that council is 
included. 

Such discussions should not detract 
from the value of Father Hardon’s effort. 
Whatever your preferences, this is the 
kind of guide that is all too rare, and 
every literate Catholic should own a copy 
of it. 

Of course, that doesn’t mean that you 
should stop reading current book reviews.

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Lay missionary: ‘God honors persistent prayer’

SAN DIEGO — Some have one arm 
lengthened until it matches the second 
one in size and relieves their back pain. 
Some experience peace replacing feelings 
of bitterness and anger. Others receive 
the sacrament of reconciliation after years 
of alienation from the church. 

These have been some of the 
testimonies of physical, emotional and 
spiritual healings given at the conclusion 
of three-evening parish missions 
conducted by John Cojanis. 

The 47-year-old Tucson-based lay 
missionary has held eight parish missions 
in the San Diego diocese during the past 


five years — the most recent one at 
Blessed Sacrament Church, San Diego, 
July 9-11. 


- He is scheduled to conduct a mission at 
Mary, Star of the Sea Church, La Jolla, 
Aug. 20-22, and at St. Didacus Church, 
Normal Heights, April 8-10, 1990. 

The two-and-a-half-hour sessions 
consist of congregational singing, mini- 
talks and community prayer. 

At Blessed Sacrament Church, where 
the mission drew some 900 people, 
Cojanis’ wife, Sally, and their son, 
Michael, swelled his guitar 
accompaniment with their bass guitar and 
drums, respectively. 

During his mini-talks, Cojanis 
emphasized the importance of community 
prayer, reading Scripture, | setting 
spiritual priorities, forgiving others, 
resisting temptations and supporting their 
parishes financially and by involvement 
in church ministries and projects. 

‘“‘We should be in contact with God all 
the time,’’ he said, adding that a close 
relationship with God facilitates healing 
and brings happiness. 

Cojanis said that community prayer for 
healing is more effective than private 
prayer, because ‘“‘the Lord wants us to 
help one another.” 

He asked participants to pray for the 
needs of others sitting nearby as he lead 
them in prayer for healing afflicted areas 
of their mind and body as well as the 
“‘root causes of the problem.’’ 

“‘God honors persistent prayer,’’ he

said, adding that partial and temporary 
healing often occur and are completed 


with repeated prayer. 


He cited the example of the blind man 
at Bethsaida whom Jesus prayed for twice 
before his sight was fully restored (Mark 
8:23-26). He also described a woman with 
an arthritic shoulder whom he had prayed 
for nine times before her pain left. 

Cojanis said everyone at parish 
missions is not healed because some 
diseases require fasting, as well as prayer. 

Also, the Lord sometimes deals with 
the root problem, rather than the 
symptoms, he added. Many physical 
problems are caused by bitterness or a 
lack of forgiveness which ‘‘puts up a block 
to healing.”’ 

He led participants in prayer for those 
who had hurt them and encouraged them 
to bless these people. : 

During another session on the healing 
of marriages, he underscored the 
necessity of forgiving one’s spouse and led 
couples in a prayer of sorrow and

forgiveness for their offenses toward each 
other. 

Regarding temptations and addictions, 
he taught his listeners to reject sinful and 
negative thoughts and indulgent urges. 

At the conclusion of the mission at 
Blessed Sacrament, some 150 participants 
publicly testified to physical, emotional 
and spiritual healings throughout the 
mission. Many told of improved hearing 
and relief from back pain. 

Mary Cormier told Southern Cross the 
tendinitis in her arm-~ ‘‘enormously 
improved’ during the mission and 
showed even more mobility a week later 
as a result of ‘‘persistent prayer.” 

Minnie Zeni noted a partial healing in 
her spine which enables her to walk two 
miles a day — four times the distance she 
used to cover. 

_ “*These miracles 
faith,’’ she said. 

Cojanis told Southern Cross July 12 that 
he sees, for unexplained reasons, ‘‘a 
special empowering in the area of praying 
for backs and spines’’ and for hearing 
impaired people. 

“Many back problems are manifested 
in one arm or leg being shorter than the 
other,’’ he said. 

During the missions he asks sufferers of 
back pain to raise their arms or stretch out 
their legs as he prays for healing, often 
resulting in the shorter limb being 
lengthened, he explained, 

About 95 percent of the participants at 
his missions receive emotional and 
spiritual healings and from 20 to 40 
percent physical healings, Cojanis noted. 

Many follow-up letters from the latter 
group describe physicians’ verifications of 
their healings or improved health, he 
said. 

“‘God has given me an outreach to 
reach the unreachable, as well as to 
encourage those already faithful,’’ 
Cojanis said in his recreational vehicle 
which transports him to and provides his 
lodging at the 20 to 45 parishes he serves 
throughout the country each year. 

Many “‘hurting and depressed’’ people 


strengthened my 
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come to the missions, he continued. 
“Their healing is like cheese to the 
mouse’’; once they attend, the ‘‘spirit of 
God touches them. The great healing is 
the spiritual renewal of God’s people.”’ 

Cojanis bases his ministry on Christ’s 
command to ‘‘go into the whole world 
and proclaim the good news to all 
creation. Signs like these will 
accompany those who have professed 
their faith: ... and the sick upon whom. 
they lay their hands will recover’? (Mark 
16: 15, 17-18). 

“Our church is a healing church. We 
have healing sacraments; there is enough 
power in the Eucharist to heal anyone of 
anything,’’ he exclaimed. 

In a letter endorsing Cojanis’ ministry, 
Bishop Manuel Moreno of Tucson writes 
that the layman has taught catechumens 
and religious education classes, 
conducted. workshops, retreats and Bible 
studies and spoken at local and regional 
conferences. 

Cojanis began his ministry 11 years 
ago, soon after his sister was healed of 
multiple sclerosis in her church in North 
Carolina. 

After being nearly blind in one eye, 
“*she was totally well for six years.’’ Later 
relapses occurred, but each time her con- 
dition improved with prayer, he said. 

In 1978 a priest in Tucson asked 
Cojanis to speak at his parish. The 
positive response led to his giving 20 more 
talks there on God’s love, prayer and 
healing, Cojanis said. 

As a result, many people returned to 
the church and developed a deeper level 
of prayer and commitment to the parish, 
he said. 

This news spread among Arizona 
priests who invited Cojanis to speak at 
their parishes — eventually 85 of them. 
Soon he was invited to California and 
other states throughout the country. 

In order to pursue his ministry 
fulltime, he walked away from his annual 
$60,000 earnings as a real estate investor. 
Today he supports his family of four with 
donations received from mission 
participants. 

He said his missions do not promote 
any renewal movement in the church. 

“‘The Lord is bringing healing into the 
church,’’ Cojanis said, and he is ‘‘using 
me as a teacher to instruct people to pray 
for one another.’’

Religious educators say programs need ‘support |

SAN DIEGO — In contrast to a 
national survey on bishops and priests 
views of religious education, local 
religious educators agreed that even 
though Catholic schools and parishes in 
the diocese use different programs, 
religious education of children requires 
community involvement and that the 
family is the key element. 

Ginger Infantino, director of the 
diocesan Office of Catechetical Ministry, 
said, comparing religious education 
programs in the school and parish setting 
is ‘‘like comparing apples and oranges.”’ 

Religious education, she said, is more 
than just knowledge of doctrine. It must 
be experienced and lived, she added. 

The best situation for religious 
education, she said, ‘‘is one in which 
there is collaboration on the part of the 
parish leadership, the parish community, 


the parents, the catechist and _ the 
student.”’ 
Father Edward ‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher, 


director of the diocesan Office of Youth 
and Young Adult Ministries, agreed with 
Infantino. 

.‘‘The whole faith community is 
responsible for ensuring quality religious 
education. programs. Religious education 
is passing on the values of faith to the next 
generation.

Father Kaicher said that he, too, 
believes religious education is not 
determined by the place (school or parish 
setting). 

The key component for effective 
religious education is two-fold, he said.

“living the faith’’ at home. 

‘Secondly, religious education must be 
done in an experiential setting, Father 
Kaicher said. 

, rhe head, heart and behavior must 
be brought into the religious education 
experience — working on the intellect, 
the will and actions,” 
can be done at either a school or parish 
setting, he noted. 

Expanding on this point, Infantino said 
Catholic schools and religious education 
programs must work together to ensure 
the ‘‘systematic religious education of all 
the parish students.’”’

‘*In parishes where there is 
collaboration and cooperation between 
school and parish programs, both are 
dynamic and vibrant,’’ Infantino said. 

Sally Todd, director of curriculum in 
the diocesan School’s Office, feels ‘‘there 
should be a deep commitment of both to 
work together in defining religious 
curriculum and helping each other build a 
more solid, total program of which both 
are components.”’ 

On a local level, said Infantino, she 
feels it is the responsibility of each pastor 
and parish community to ensure the 
direction and organization of effective 
programs. 

This can be done, she added, by 
employing a professional director of 
catechetical ministry, by providing 
resources for the training of catechists, 
and by providing quality material for the

religious education programs. 

However, she said, the ultimate 
responsibility falls upon the bishop who, 
as ‘‘chief teacher of the diocese,’’ must 
ensure quality religious education 
programs. 


“Bishop (Leo T.) Maher has allotted 
significant personnel and resources to 
support catechetical efforts. He has 
significantly reinforced the need for faith 
formation for all people, preschool 
through adult, and consistently reinforced 
the need for training of catechetical 
personnel in policy and _ practice,”’ 
Infantino said. 

Todd also supported the idea that there 
should be an on-going diocesan 
commitment to ensure quality religious 
education in Catholic schools. 

But, she said, it is the obligation of each 
parish to meet the needs of their local 
community by development or support of 
a ‘‘solid Catholic school program and/or 
alternative religious education program.”’ 

Todd also said she does not feel any 
person can say which program is the 
‘*best’’ means of religious education but 
believes Catholic schools have the 
advantage over other parish catechetical 
programs in ‘‘supporting the home in the 
total education of the child.”’ 

It does this, she explained, by 
integrating Catholic values throughout all 
subject areas — a ‘‘total immersion’”’ 
approach to catechesis.

| differ with priests, bishops 


WASHINGTON — A majority of 

U.S. Catholic bishops and priests believe 
_ that parish religious education programs 
for children have measurable positive 
effects on their religious behavior as 
adults. However, most clergy still see 
Catholic schools as the best means of 
religious education. 

These findings are reported in a new 
book titled “‘An Urgent Task: What 
Bishops and Priests say About Religious 
Education Programs’? by J. Stephen 
O’Brien. The book is'a sequel to a study 
published last year, ‘“Mixed Messages,”’ 
which explores church leaders’ attitudes 
about Catholic schools. 

@ ‘Bishops and priests have substantial 
| power and influence over what happens 
in the daily life of-the church, including its 
educational ministry,’’ said O’Brien, a 
|

diocesan priest and an executive director 
for the National Catholic Educational 
Association (NCEA). ‘‘It’s essential to 
know their vision for parish religious 
education.”’ 

He added, ‘‘There are some 
indications that bishops and priests do not 
have a clear understanding of the role of 
parish religious education programs, 
especially in regard to their effectiveness 
and structure. Further research must be 
done in this area.”’ 

“‘An Urgent Task’’ surveyed the views 


/@ of 276 Roman Catholic bishops in the. 


United States and a random sample of 

655 priest. Of those contacted, 73 percent 
| or 200 of the bishops’ responded; 47 
percent or 308 of the priests. O’Brien 
noted that 27 percent of the bishops 
surveyed have never served as a pastor. 
Although the survey reported many 

. areas of agreement between the groups 

studied, there were some points of 

divergence. In spite of the common belief 

in the effectiveness of Catholic schools, 
only half of the priests thought Catholic

built, compared to almost 83 percent of 
the nation’s bishops. 

On the other hand, bishops and priests 
definitely agree that the diocese has the 
responsibility to ensure quality religious 

| education programs in every parish and 


that parish programs function best with 
strong diocesan support services. The 
majority believe the teaching emphasis 
should be on children and youth, with 
programs aimed at elementary school age 
children viewed as the most effective. 

Corresponding to today’s emphasis on 
early childhood, most bishops (81 
percent) and priests (79 percent) want to 
see parish religious education programs 
begin at a preschool level. Those bishops 
who have worked full time in a Catholic 
school registered increased support (90 
percent) for this concept. 

Looking to the future of religious 
education, three-fourths of the bishops 
and the priests said that family-centered 
programs offer the best hope. The 
percentage dropped slightly when the 


_ groups were asked whether all programs 


should move 
catechesis. 

A solid majority of the bishops (79 
percent) and fewer priests (59 percent) 
found the Rite of Christian Initiation of 
Adults (RCIA) the best hope for having 
knowledge and faith-filled Catholics in 
the future. Yet the bishops were far more 
optimistic in accessing the local 
implementation of the RCIA. 

When bishops were asked if parishes in 
their dioceses had implemented the 
RCIA, 77 percent said they had. When 
the question was asked of priests with 
regard to their parishes, only 59 percent 
responded that they had. The largest 
number of parishes which employ the 
Rite are in the Southwestern part of the 
country (85 percent), followed by the 
Great Lakes (71 percent), the West (63 
percent) and the Plains (54 percent). 

When the survey was taken, the 
average age of an active U.S. bishop was 
60. He had been ordained a priest for 35 
years and a bishop for 12. The average 
priest who responded to the questionnaire 
was 52 years old and had been ordained 
25 years. Some 84 percent of the bishops 
and 83 percent of the priests attended 
Catholic elementary schools; 88 percent 
of the bishops and 82 percent of the 
priests were enrolled in a Catholic 
secondary school. 

Relevant to this. study, 52 percent of 
the bishops and 63 percent of the priests 
said they had been moderators or 
directors of a parish religious education 
program for some period of time.

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Poland 
gains ties 
with the 
Vatican

VATICAN CITY — Poland has 
become the first Soviet-bloc country to 
establish diplomtic relations with the 
Vatican. 

The decision caps years of often tense 
negotiations during which the church, led 
by Polish-born Pope John Paul II, was a 
major spark for political reforms leading 
to the current multiparty Parliament. 

A joint announcement was made July 
17 at the Vatican and in the Polish capital 
of Warsaw and restores the diplomatic 
ties broken by Poland in 1945. 

The decision recognizes the ‘‘noble 
traditions of many centuries’’ that unite 
the two states and expresses a desire ‘‘to 
develop mutual friendly relations,’’ said 
the joint statement. 

The statement. said the Vatican 
planned: to establish a nunciature in 
Warsaw and that Poland planned to 
establish an embassy to the Vatican. It 
did not say who would head the 
diplomatic missions. 

A Vatican source said these would be 
announced at a later date. 

The decision came several months after 
Poland passed a law granting legal status 
to the Catholic Church. The lack of legal 
status was the last major stumbling block 
to restoring diplomatic ties. 

The law was approved in May after 
agreement had been reached with church 
leaders. It granted the church legal status 
for the first time since the communist 
takeover in 1944 and made Poland the 
first Soviet-bloc country to reach a formal 
reconciliation with the Catholc Church. 

The law restores Church property 
confiscated in the 1950’s and gives the 
church the legal right to build churches, 
teach religion and establish and operate 
Catholic schools. The church also can 
broadcast religious programming and 
establish radio and television stations and 
publish newspapers and books. 

“‘The law speeds the negotiations for 
diplomatic relations,’’ Joaquin Navarro- 
Valls, Vatican press spokesman, said at 
the time. 

Vatican sources say the law was 
followed by an intense series of meetings 
in Warsaw and the Vatican to reach 
agreement on diplomatic relations. 

The establishment of diplomatic 
relations keeps Poland in the forefront of

ties to the Catholic Church. It is the first 
Soviet-led Warsaw Pact nation to 
establish ties. Hungary, another Warsaw 
Pact nation, also is in favor of diplomatic 
relations, but had yet to reach agreement 
with the Vatican. 

Yugoslavia, which has diplomatic 
relations with the Vatican, broke with the 
Soviet bloc in 1948. 

In 1979 Poland also became the first 
Soviet-bloc nation to be visited by a pope. 
The pope also visited his native land in 
1983 and 1987. 

The establishment of diplomatic 
relations came at the end of a decade that 
has seen sweeping political changes in 
Poland. The country shifted from strict 
one-party communist rule, including 
several years of martial law, to a political 
pluralism in which the anti-communist 
opposition has a strong voice. 

The decade also has been marked by 
church-state turmoil over clerical support 
of the independent Solidarity labor 
movement and strong church opposition

to martial law rule which tried to snuff out 


‘the Solidarity-led opposition forces. 


In 1984, a priest who supported 
Solidarity was kidnapped and killed by 
police officers. 

But the 1980s also has been a period 
when the government came to accept the 
political and social strength of the 
Catholic Church in a country where 95 
percent of the 37.5 million inhabitants 
profess Catholicism. 

The pope’s 1979 visit, marked by a 
strong defense of workers’ rights, sparked 
the birth of Solidarity. Church leaders 
were often called upon to mediate 
between the government and Solidarity 
leaders. Under the strict controls. of 
martial law, religious processions often 
became an outlet for political protest. 

Church leaders also helped mediate the 
agreement which led earlier this year to 
the round-table talks between the 
government and dissident leaders. The 
talks hammered out the plan which 
provided for multiparty elections for 
Parliament in which Solidarity candidates 
won the overwhelming majority of the 
seats in the lower house. 

Poland’s communist government broke 
relations with the Vatican Sept. 12, 1945,

saying the Vatican collaborated with the 
Nazi occupation government by trying to 
impose a German hierarchy in Poland. 

The Vatican denied the accusation. 

“‘The Holy See truly opposed and 
resisted all efforts of the National Socialist 
government, which wanted to impose in 
Poland the appointment of German 
bishops and prelates,’’ said an article in 
the Vatican newspaper, L’Osservatore 
Romano, two weeks after Poland severed 
ties. . 
The break in relations came after the 
Vatican refused to recognize the 
communist government which came to 
power in 1944. 

The Vatican began making efforts to 
improve the situation as early as 1967, 
when then-Msgr. Agostino Casaroli made 
three visits to Poland and Polish officials 
began visiting the Vatican. Msgr. 
Casaroli is now a cardinal and Vatican 
secretary of state. 

In February 1974 Poland and the 
Vatican decided to explore the possibility 
of establishing some form of reciprocal 
contact. Later in the year both sides 
established a joint working group of 
Vatican and Polish officials for ongoing 
discussions of church-state problems. 
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Mexico’s leaders seek 
legal status for church

MEXICO CITY — Mexico’s 
hierarchy and officials of the Mexican 
interior ministry have been meeting 
regularly to discuss a possible reform of 
the country’s constitution that would 
grant the church legal recognition, 
according to the abbot of Mexico City’s 
most important church, the Basilica of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe. 


Father Guillermo Schulemberg Prado, 
abbot of the basilica since 1963, told the 
daily newspaper La Jornada that the 
church-staté meetings have been taking 
place regularly since President Carlos 
Salinas de Gortari took office Dec. 1. The 
object of the meetings is to work out a 
reform of the Mexican Constitution’s 
Article 130, which states that churches are 


not to be granted recognition as 
institutions under Mexican law. 

Father Schulemberg told the 
newspaper that the church team of 


negotiators on the issue includes bishops’ 
conference president Archbishop Adolfo 
Suarez Rivera of Monterrey; conference 
general secretary Archbishop Manuel 
Perez-Gil of Tlalnepantla; Bishop Luis 
Reynoso Cervantes of Cuernavaca, an 
authority on constitutional law; and 
Archbishop Antonio Lopez Avina of

Father Schulemberg also said the 
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Vatican’s apostolic delegate to Mexico, 
Archbishop Girolamo Prigione, is 
participating in the talks as an observer. 

The Catholic Church has been a legal 
non-entity since after the 1910-1917 
Mexican Revolution when anti-clerical 
language, including nationalization of 
church property, was written into the 
Constitution. 


The confrontation between the church 
and the revolutionaries was partly due to 
the hierarchy’s support of conservative 
rebellions in previous years. 

In reality, the church has continued to 
function since the, ‘‘Cristero’’ uprising of 
the late 1920s which pitted Catholic rebels 
in - bloody battle against government 
troops over suppression of the church. 
Since then, no government has enforced 
the anti-church laws. 

Church-state relations have advanced 
significantly under Salinas’ 
administration. ; 

On Jan. 26, Archbishop Suarez, three 
other prelates and Archbishop Prigione 
had a luncheon meeting with Salinas at 
his residence. It was the first time in the 
post-revolutionary period that church 
leaders had held such a meeting with a 
Mexican president. 


“We came in through the front door ... 
not through the kitchen or anything of the 
sort,’’ Archbishop Suarez said afterward. 
“‘There is a mutual respect’’ between the 
bishops and the president, he said.

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Bishops 
oppose 
‘living will’ 
legislation 


SACRAMENTO — The California 
Catholic Conference has opposed 
legislation to expand the state’s “‘living 
will’’ law, contending that the proposed 
measure would diminish patient autonomy 
in health care decisions and make the law 
more open to abuse and ‘tragic mistakes.”’ 

The legislation introduced by Sen. 
Barry Keene (D-Benicia) would revise the 
state’s 13-year-old Natural Death Act. 
The measure expands the law’s 
provisions to allow an adult to execute a 
living will to withhold or withdraw ‘“‘life 
sustaining treatment’’ in a ‘‘permanently 
unconscious condition’’ as well as in a 
terminal condition. 

Nothing in the proposed law or in the 
wording of the living will ‘‘acknowledges, 
let alone spells out vital facts that patients 
need to know, if they are to make truly 
free and informed life and death 
decisions. Likewise, the imprecision and 
uncertainty with regard to the diagnosis 
of ‘permanent unconsciousness’ is not 
communicated to the declarant,’ said 
Father William J. Wood, SJ, executive 
director of the CCC, in a June 15 letter to 
Sen. Keene. 

Sen. Keene’s measure was set to be 
heard by the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee, but the senator put off the 
bill this week for further study because of 
the concerns expressed by the CCC. 

An ‘‘intrinsic and inescapable’’ 
limitation of the existing Natural Death 
Act is that individuals generally write 
living wills without being able to know 
what the circumstances of their illness or . 
accident will be, and without being able to 
know the prognosis or the alternatives, 
Father Wood said.

Church of England

LONDON — The general synod of the 
Church of England voted-overwhelmingly 
during its July 7-11 meeting to join a new 
British ecumenical body that would 
include the Catholic Church. 

The synod — which includes bishops, 
clergy and laity — voted 340-12 to 
endorse proposals for a new umbrella 
organization, the Council of Churches for 
Britain and Ireland, to replace the British 
Council of Churches. 

The Catholic Church has had observer 
status on the British Council of Churches 
but would have full membership on the 
new council.

affect Vatican dialogue 


WASHINGTON — The Vatican’s | 
director of pastoral care for ‘Chinese 
Catholics outside China said he fears the 
current crackdown in the _people’s 
republic wil set back China-Vatican 
dialogue. 

“Tt can safely be said that the 
Tiananmen tragedy will adversely affect 
the progress of dialogue,’’ China-born 
Father Paul P. Pang said in a July 17 
interview. 

In early June, Chinese authorities 
brutally suppressed a masive student-led 
pro-democracy demonstration in 
Beijing’s giant Tiananmen Square. 
Hundreds were estimated to have been 
killed by the army. 

The suppression of the’ pro-democracy 
movement is “‘going to be very adversely 
affecting the Catholic Church”’ in China, 
Father Pang said. 


Bill passes; will make 
changes in deportation 


WASHINGTON The Senate 
passed a bill July 13 that would make 
sweeping changes in U.S. legal 
immigration and block deportation of 
close family members of aliens legalized 
under the 1986 immigration law. 

The U.S. bishops, during the debate 
leading up to passage of the 1986 law and 
since its passage, have repeatedly urged 
members of Congress to prevent federal 
authorities from splitting up families in 
which some members. qualified for 
legalization and others did not.

at school or in your parish to guide you to

a capable family counselor. He or she 
may be able to help you deal with your 
stepparents. 

It is important that they and your 
parents be made aware that you have 
been made a pawn in the game these 
people are now playing. They have no 
right to do this and the game must be 
stopped if possible. 

The family counselor may decide that 
he or she should help you go to court and 
ask that a lawyer be appointed as ‘‘friend 
of the child”’ or ‘‘defender of the child.”’ 

If you can get such an ally, it may be 
possible to put an end to the games in 
which you are the pawn. 

But- before you take this somewhat 
extreme measure, you might ask the 
family counselor to help you compose a

letter to be sent to all four parental 
persons. 

In it, explain how you view the family 
situation. Tell them you think you are 
being used as a pawn and try to ‘give a 
couple of concrete examples of how this is 
being done. 

Let them know how this makes you feel 
and tell them of the deep unhappiness you 
are experiencing. Rather than lash out at
